BANDIT PAIR 


Two Who Fled Alcatraz 
Blamed In Shooting Of 
Oklahoma Cab Driver 


TULSA, Okla. ((P)—Federal agents 
and state police swarmed over the 
highways today in pursuit of two 
bandits, identified by the man they 
shot in the back, as Ted Cole and 
Ralph Roe, the only two convicts 
who ever broke out of Alcatraz 
prison. 

The wounded man, George Cal- 
| vin, a taxi driver who protested 
when the bandits ordered him from 
his car and was shot, apparently 
| had established what G-men had 
| been trying to do for more than two 
years—that Cole and Roe reached 
the mainland without drowning af- 
ter their break from the “rock” in 
San Francisco bay on a foggy af- 
ternoon in December, 1937. 
| Calvin unhesitatingly identified 
| pictures of Cole and Roe as his as- 
sailants. His identification climaxed 
a week of rumors that the two 
| fugitives were back in this neigh- 
borhood, the scene of their outlaw 
days before they were put in Alca- 
traz as desperate felons. 

No man before or since them has 
| broken from Alcatraz. For weeks 
after the break it had been expect- 
ed that sooner or later the bodies 
of these two would be washed 
ashore, because the waters between 
the prison island and the main- 
land seemed beyond the endurance 
| of any swimmer, and every conceiv- 
able safeguard has been taken 
against boats going near the pri- 
son. 

The federal bureau of investiga- 
tion assigned agents to hunt the 
two fugitives and never recalled 
them from the job, although until 
this week there had been no pub- 
lic knowledge of any evidence that 
they were alive, and it had seem- 
ed that the G-men were hunting 
two desperadoes who didn’t exist.
